S.0.1415(E).— Whereas, the Central Government, vide notification of the 
Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport 
and Highways (Department of Road Transport and Highways) number S.O. 
1399 (E), dated the 27th September, 2005, issued under section 11 of the 
National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), hereinafter 
referred to as the said Act, the Central Government has entrusted the 
stretch from Km 138.000 to Km 264.000 of National Highway No. 45 B 
(Madurai - Arupukotai - Tuticorin section) in the State of Tamil Nadu to the 
National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority; 

And Whereas, pursuant to the provisions of section 14 of the said Act, 
the Authority has entered into an s^eement with M/s Madurai - Tuticorin 
Expressways Limited, having registered office at Madhucon House, Plot No. 
1129/ A, Road No 36, Hitco City Road, Jubilee Hills, Hyderabad 500033, 
(hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire) for Design, Engineering, 
Finance, Construction, Operation and Maintenance of Madtirai - Tuticorin 
section from Km 138.800 - Km 264.000 ( design chainage from Km 138.800 
- Km 266.865) of National Highway No.45 B (herein after referred to as the 
said section) on Build, Operate and Transfer (BOT) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the

1. For the purposes of this notification,- 

(i) “actual fee means the fee actually charged from the road users of 
the said section at each plaza on the basis of 

(i) 50% of the length of the project highway, and 

(ii) base fee given in the above Table duly indexed, 
and shall be rounded off to the nearest one rupee. 

(ii) ■ “date of commercial operation” means the date on which 

commercial operation of the said section begins after issue of the 
completion certificate or the provisional completion certification as 
the case may be, by the Independent Consultant, upon completion 
of the said section in accordance with the provisions of the 
agreement entered into between the Authority and the 
Concessionaire in respect of the said section ( hereinafter referred 
to as the said agreement}.

3. When a vehicle has to cross the said section more than once in a day, 
the user shall have the option to pay the fee for multiple trips at one

(c) Light Commercial Vehicle or Trucks (Local Transport Operators):

collect any fee from the users of such lane. 

7. No fee shall be collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not covered 
under the above Table. 

8. The fee shall be collected at two toll plazas i.e. at km 143.580 near 
Eliyerpatty village and at Km 254.940 near Pudurpandiapuram village. 

9. The Concessionaire shall publish the substance of this notification in 
two local newspapers (one of which shedl be in vernacular language), 
which shall also state the date of commercial operation as per the 
provisions of this notification, at least ten days prior to the date of 
commercial operation and such substance shall also be repeated, ten 
days prior to giving effect to revised fee as per this notification, 

10. The Concessionaire shall nominate an officer as in-charge of fee 
collection and the Concessionaire and the said officer shall be 
responsible to ensure that the fee is collected at not more than the 
a^eed rates and the fee collection is smooth without causing undue 
hardship to the road users and for all matters connected therewith. 

11. The rate of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from pa 5 rment of fee 
and the name, address and telephone number of Concessionaire to 
whom complaints, if any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously 
and prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booths, 100 
meters ahead of the toll booth and at the toll booth al^ and the hei^t 
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of the display boards and size of letters being such that the driver can 
easily read the display boards. 


12. The actual fee to be charged from users shall be computed by the 
Concessionaire and sent to the Authority for validation as soon as 
possible after March , in every year but at least forty-five days 
before the revised rate is to be effective so as to enable the Authority 
to provide any comments or seek clarifications, if any, within a period 
of fifteen days from the date of receipt of the said proposal and if the 
Authority does not offer comments or seek clarifications during this 
period, the revised fee, as proposed by the Concessionaire, shall be 
deemed to have been confirmed by the Authority.
